'Wherever, -whenever or howevor tbe 
Opposition throw tbfir boomerang nfc tlio

Wo consider tho np- 
pointuient uunecossary in tho prcpont mi 
mature Htato of our coal industry, and uo 
better proof could bo udducod that it is 
BO than tlic fact that tho gentleman •who 
at prc^,enl holds tho po^iuon resuioa in 
Victoria, whereas wo all know there ih no 
use wh.itovor foi- hi« 8t'rvic(\s." Wo may 
as well statu thiit a Coal Miiu'r.s' Protoc- 
tiou Act wa.4 til at introduced by tlio pre- 
sent leader of the Oppoaitiou during tho 
aession of 1876. In the session of the 
present year, the present Government in- 
troduced a measure similar in its tenden- 
cy, but milium the ul)Hui-dilies of the origi- 
nal Bdl. Wlien Mr. Elliott moved tho 
Becond reading of this Bill, Mr. Walkem 
bogged to be allowed to second it, and 
Mr. Gordon, who had bem originally 
Beleotedfot thatdnty,gracefully accorded 
him the privilege. Mr. Walkem. in sec- 
onding the Bill, asseried that_ it was s 
very Docos.'^ary measure. His remarks 
were cheered by both tides of tho 
Honso, and re-echoed by his personal 
organ, tho iJontionl Standard that now 
deolarea tho "Act altogether f-upoi lliious" 
and the appointment of a mining aupeiin- 
tendeut "uunecesaary." Agniu: itisstat- 
od in proof of the assertion that a mining 
superintendent is unnecessary that "the 
gentleman who at present holds the posi 
tion refidi s in Victoria, where, as avo all 
know, thoro is no use whatever for his 
services." What ia tho fact ? Mr. Prior 
is required to inspect tho coal mines only 
once a mouth, anil in order to avail thom- 
Belves of his services in another de|iart 
ment, the Government requested him to 
remove to Victoria, whore those services 
miiy bo comniauiled. Iho complaint of 
our contemporary, it will be fcon, is not 
■warranted by tlio" luet.s of the case, for wo 
luve shown that the lea Jor of the Opijo- 
Bition wms 80 enam<ired of tho Qnvi rn 
ment Bill that lie sol cited permission to 
second it; and that instead of the eonntry 
being additionally taxed to the amouut of 
Mr. Prior's salary an actual saving will be 
otlecteil by biB emplr)\nafnt in another 
department during ui-^ spare hours.

A NEW MOTOR 



The Lordou BniUler says:— Tho death 
is announced of Mr. William Walhvork, 
who was eugagf d maturing an iuvonti n 
wliioh ho styled "a new motive power to 
Bupersedo steam," and which, it is stated, 
be completed about six days before his 
death took place. It is stated positively 
that the machine has been worked by Mr. 
Parr, and fully jaatifles what Mr. Wall- 
work had stated to him it would do. Its 
power, ho stated, was unlimited — of courao 
inoreasiag tho strongtti cjf tho material — 
and at a trial it blow ofT air at a pressuro 
of forty pounds, as tested by a jMitt nt 
steam gauge. Mr. Muson (say the Pen 
dlebuiy 'Times) is puteuting the invention 
— which is extremely simple in construc- 
tion, and is a wonder to thoso who have 
witnessed it how it has been kept so many 
years in abeyance — at a oonsiderable coat 
in all countries.

Brigham Young's Will. 

New YoiiK, Sept. 4.— The Tnbmies 
special from Salt Lake says Yoiuig s will 
was r.ad to-day in tho presence of all liia 
wives and ohildren and a few frioiuls. 
Brigbam Young, jr., George Q. Cannon 
and Albert Carriugton are named as iiis 
executors. Tlie estate is largely real 
estate, and probably worth two millions 
of dollars. Tho will wa.i made four years 
ago, and his youngest cliild born of Mary 
Vaucott was then three years old. Young 
was father of tifty-six children, and left 
seventeen wives, sixteuu sons and twenty- 
eight daughters. The will aims to n ake 
an equitable division of property between 
all his ivivesand children, with no piefor- 
onco to any. Most all of them already 
had sonioltnng doeded to them. On this 
a valuation was s-ct, and it ia to be cnarg- 
ed to tho recipients .is part of their share, 
though not neoo^sarily at the valuation Lo 
put on it. That is to bo equitably ad- 
jasted when the estate is dividoil upon 
the youngest child coming of age.

S. F. Journal 0/ Commeruo thus explains 
tho immense receipts of foreign ooal at 
tho port of San Franciseo: " San Frau- 
ciaoo, uotwith.standingthat Ii'^r merclianta 
sell moat of tho wheat and flour of tho 
Pucitio Coas^ in Crroat Britain, does not 
lay iu moat of luu- supplies of imported 
merchandise there — theso come- mainly 
from Now York. The result of this would 
naturally bo that the vessels would hava 
to returu in ballast did it not happen that 
wo lioro need coal almost as badly as they 
do wheat, in Groat Britain, and in an 
equally laigo proportion to our homo 
■upplies of tho miuerul as she docs of the 
cereal. When coal is high hero cargoes 
of it are imported speculatively by our 
mercliantH; when it is low tho shiijownert 
ballast thoir ships -with it in place of sand 
and sell it for for four or five times tho 
prioo they pay for it in Euglaud. Tli« 
dilTerenoe is their freight or proljt as tho 
case may be. Tho coal vessols from 
Great Britain and Australia average about 
1600 tons each, and there has been from 
ono hundred and Pfty to two Imndred of 
thorn arriving with eOid earg.HM alono for 
tho past two or throe yt ars. Tlie impnrts 
of foroifju cnal have increased proporiion- 
ately with tho exports of wheat, creeping 
up from 22,920 tons iu 1860 to 351,404 
tons in 187(3 "

Ohioaqo, Sept. 6— The Times' London 
special soya the battle of Plevna had a 

soothing ifioet upon tho Greo'is. Boforo 
that oveiit I hoy wei pushing their pre- 
parations for war with eomuicmlablo cel- 
erity. Sitieo that, although thoir pre- 
parations for war continue, they aro jiro- 
seouting them with greater deliberation. 
Whether they will hereafter nocelerate or 
retard them will depend wholly upon the 
result of tho next heavy battle between 
tho Russians and Turks. Tho Servians 
aro also very much less hurried than im- 
mediately after Gourko crossoJ tho Bal- 
kans It seems quite certain that if tho 
Turks do not boat the Russians within 
the next week or tea days their opportu- 
nity will have passed. At the end of that 
timo tho Russians will have roceivod their 
roiiiforcomonts and will bo ready, if ever, 
to ciusli out tlii.'ir opponents. If tho 
Russians d{j not very soon .secure a de 
feat of tho Turks iliert; aro e.xc'jlleot rea- 
sons for believing that they never will. 
The financial condition of Russia alone 
almost precludes tho idea of another 
year's campaign. Tho Roumanian forces 
aro disgusted at being forced to cross the 
Danube; thoy expected when organized 
to remain on the defensive. Thoy aro 
badly armed and provisioned, Kreatly do- 
j moralized and hated by tho Turks, who 
will not take any prisoners. Mohemet 
Ali, in advancing from tho capturod jiosi- 
lions on the Lum, ia fortifying like Hai- 
Icck after Shilou. There is oonflrmatiou 
of tho abandonment of the siego of Schip- 
ka by Suleiman Pasha. 

A tele;;ram from Bnelmrest says it is 
feared tho Turlisare about to scud u forco 
north of tho Danube.

A FearM Calamity. 

New YoiiK, Sept. 3.~J. p. Hale's piano 
factory on 35tb siroot was destroyed by a 
firo this morning. It is rumored that ten 
persons perished. Tho flames extended 
to the south ."^ido of tho street destroying 
the entire block between 10th and 11th 
avenues; also Connolly's barrel factory, J. 
Graham it Co.'s silk factory, and several 
houses adjoining on tho south; .Tns Wal- 
kor's charcoal factory north of 35ih street 
and a block of frame hou-(;s on lUth aven- 
uo, between 35th and 3Gih. Oue steam 
liro engine was burned. 

It is ro^jorlod 100 lives have been lost iu 
the tiro. 

The Pos^ says the factoiies and other 
buildings named iu 35th street wore reduc- 
ed to rnins in about '15 ra nulos. Tho liro 
sloamor Fiillor wiis anchored at tho doek, 
foot of 35tli street, mul lines of ho.so ox- 
tended from it to iltU avonuo to supply 
river wuter to No. 2ongiiio. The hydrant 
at corner of 10th avenue and 30 street was 
empty. While the tiro was at its hoiglil 
wator was so scarce that tenants of lions, .s 
which caught liro from sjiarks wero una- 
ble to obtain v,ater, excejit by duniming 
up the gutter, and tho water which caiiio 
from tho liro hosi>. They succeeded bo- 
foro noon, however, in getting tho firo 
under control, although it was at that 
timo burning liercoly in some of thebuilil- 
ings. In tho confusion prevailing it was 
impossible to obtain details of losses, and 
very dilUoult to make evon an ajiproxi- 
mato estimato or to stale the amount. 
Tho lowest oBtimato is SI, 000, 000, and 
many persons placo tho amount ata much 
higher liguro. It is reported many lives 
w^re lost, but rumors on this point, aro 
very couUicting. It is probable somo 
workmen iu tho jjiuno faotory were un- 
able to escape, bnt the number is not yet 
known. Tho firo is believed to have brok- 
en out in tho fifth story of the building. 
Ono worknian,nauicd Edward Packmaster, 
jumped from an ujiper window, and was 
takou up in a terrible condition. His sknll 
was fractured and many bones broken. 
Hodiedinafow minutes. A few other 
workmen whose names were not asoor- 
tained are seriou-ly injured and wero sent 
to Bollovuo hospital. A wonidu is known 
to have died during the firo, but reports 
dilTer as to whether she wis injured iu 
attempting to escape from tho buililiug 
or died from illness. It is believed that 
twenty to forty workmen perished in tho 
piano factory, but this is merely enpposi- 
tioD. Throe alarm.T were sent out in rapid 
succession, and a largo forco of Qromon, 
engines aud trucks respomled. The boat 
produced by the fire was intense, and tho 
firemen wero obliged to keep at a consid- 
erable distance from tho burning build- 
intf. It is probable tliey could have pro 
vented the fire from spreadingif they had 
had sufBciont water. A row of brown 
stone apartment houses on the south side 
of Thirty filth stieet, east of tho factory, 
burnt rapidly. Their inmates woro ablo 
to save but a sm ill pan of thoir property. 
A number of shaoties on the other side of 
the street wero also consumed. Tho os- 
tddiahmentof W. B. Brown, 541 West 
35th street, is gutttd. Tho strong wind , 
which veered from point to iioint, whirled 
the sparks and flMgmonts in all direecious. 
Sparks blou-M to lOth avonuo set lire to a 
number of friiuo buihlings occupied as 
storc.i and dwellings, and Ihroo structures, 
'110 to 41)3 inclusive, burned. Sumo oo- 
onpauts succeeded in removing part of 
their furniture, but the most of it was de- 
sti'oyed. 

Tho Tebajram says tlioro is no hopo 
that a vcstigo of tho block bounded by 
Thirty-fifih and Thirty-.'-ixtli stroot aud 
Tenth anil Eleventh avenues will bo left. 
Tho school-hou'-o ou Ihirty-flfth street is 
entirely denioli-<bed. The tenement houses 
on four sides of the block are in ruins. 
Sparks from tho buruintr buihiiug linht 
od U[)On tho canvas roof of tho (iospel 
tent and it was de.itroyed. The convic- 
tion is growing I li it th(> los-i of lifii will 
bo serious, and stViMid umhnlanccs are 
in the neighborhood. Ono authority say 8 
there mqai be from 75 to 80 bodies buri ;d 
in the rnins. Another stateinont is that 
25 to 30 girls, employed in the upper 
glories of ilale's factorv. li;i\c j) risliod.

THE NIOHX AFZEB PLEVNA. 

Graphic Picture of the Great Stmg'gle- 
The Field of Carnage. 

BucuAKEST, August 3d. — Ifc was the 
evening of the battle of Plovna. Tho 

sun wa.s f^oin,": down behind tho Gmoko- 
iniiiitlGd heights in a fjlow of Jurid 
eriiusou. Tlie dusk was fast sottlin/^ ou 
Olio of tbo bloodiest battlcliolds of llio 
century-closing in round the batteries, 
whoso guns were still firing round 
detached parties of Rassian soldiers, 
who v.oro tloggcdly raaintainiiig tho 
figlit a,gainst the swarms of Turks, who 
formed a ring around them, firing 
fiercely into thoir midst, round the dead 
and the wounded lying thick ou the 
stubbles, on the grassy slopes, iu tho 
hollows among the maize plants and 
tho oak copses, round tho knots of 
wouuded who had crawled for cover to 
the lee.side of tho grain stacks on the 
fields, and who, lay there in tho un- 
speakable nRony of waiting for the 
iuevitable doom which they knew too 
well was to befall them, round tbo 
groups of miRcroants tramping about 
the battle-liekl intent ou wreaking that 
doom on tho dofoiiKelcsH wounded, and 
stopping over and anon to perpetrate 
souio barbarity. Prince Tcnackoskoy 
and bis stail" Htood on tho summit of 
tbo ridgo above tho village of Radisovo, 
which wa.s crammed with wounded 
men. The lata of the battle hnd hung 
iu the scale for somo time, and now 
(ill hopo of Kiii;co.s.s had gone. There 
wa.s no rcsei v(i iiiiioiig us in ti.io ae- 
knowludgoMi(!iit that tho attack had 
boon a failure, all tlio concern was 
now to do what was possible towards 
minimizing the results of that failure. 
There was no conversation; men's 
hearts woro too heavy to talk. 
We sat about on tho knoll, gazing 
at tlio paudonroniiini below. Tho 
(jouer.il, alono und apart, paced up 
and down a little s^jaco in the oak 
copse, with gloom settled upon his 
face. All arounil us air thowasbeavy 
with tho low iiioiuiiiigof tho wounded, 
who, having liiuiied or boon aided thus 
far out of the light, dad cast themselves, 
down to gain a little relief from the 
agony of motion. There was not even 
water for them, for Radisvo is all but 
a waterless village, and what water 
trinklcdiu a tiny rill from the fountain 
behind tho village was struggled for 
eagerly by tho parched and foverod 
wounded who crowded around ifc, 
coveting with a longing, tho agony of 
which tho reader can nover know, a 
few dro|).s of llio precious fluid. I 
cannot toll when I most respect and 
adiniro the biniplo honest Russian 
soldier — wbelhor when ho is plodding 
along without a murmur verst after 
verst, under a burden just double iu 
weight that which our soldiers carry, 
cboeringthe way as he tramps with a 
lusty chorus; or when, with cljoer.s that 
ring with sincerity , and with an alacrity 
which is genuine, he presses forward 
into the battle; or when ho is ataiidiuo 
confronting bis enemy, conscious of 
being ovormatclicd , yet never drcaining 
of ruuning away; or when ho ia lying 
wounded but uucomplaining, helping 
his neighbor in the same plight with 
somo trifling act of tender kinduess, 
waiting for what (lod orllioCznr shall 
send liini, with a patient, unmurmuring 
calm that is surely tnu; heroism. 

Tho darkness c!(is(;d iu around us, 
aud the enemy soeiuod bout on follow- 
ing tho example of the darunes.s. We 
hnd beon on this ridge for a long lime 
beyond the range of the enemy's b.tt- 
lerios; but now these were advancetl, 
and wo were onco moro under tire. 
Through tbo darkiu-ss wo could see 
the flashes of tho cannou shot — they 
must be back now iu the position on 
the knoll below — the position where 
four hours ngo the Ru.ssian soliders 
had charged homo with tho bayonet, 
and whence two hours ago thelvusaiau 
(Minmui had been firing. A second 
more, aud nearer nnd nearer came tho 
whistle of tho shells, with a swiftly 
gradual crescendo into a scream as thoy 
lipod over us and crashed down into 
the village iii tin; valley hi liind us; and 
yet nearer thoro was tho ilasbiug of 
the musketry tire in the darkness; one 
could watch the streakes of the ilanio 
foreshorleued down in tho valloy there, 
and norvos tried by a long ilay of food- 
lossuoss, excitement, fatigue and ex- 
posure io the sun, and tlio cbauces of 
the batlleliuld, quivered under the 
the prolonged tension of endurance, 
as tho throbbing hum of the bullet 
sped throiigb or over tho straggling 
!,;ronp. No man dared to say lo that 
Hleni, low'(;riiig chief, <a'ii)g his heart 
lliero ill tli(^ bit It.'rness ol bis disa|i- 
])oiiitnieiit, that iL was a bootless toiupt- 
ing <d fortune to linger longeron this 
exposed snot, nor did any man care to 
(juit, for tlic sakii of greater safety , tho 
com p.uiiiujslii p Nvhich had endured 
throiighiiut tho (lay. So wo lingered 
on till our sense's hocaiiio ciulloil, nnd 
till soiao dropped oil' in ahuubor, re 
irai'dh sii of the soreom of the shells 
and tho hum of the bullets. It was a 
huni.ino objciit wliicdi so long detained 
the fin-co uviiilabk) lo lino the height 
and cover U> over so little extent the 
wounded Ivin;,' oii and behind it from 
tlio iJushi-liiizonks who too corlainly 
woro prowling in tho vicinity, and ever 
coining nearer and nearer. An at- 
tempt l:ad, indooil, boon iiiado to got 
togetlior a deliudi niont of infantry for 
tliin puri)o.-;o, and a hu;;ler, nt tho 
tiijiicraro oiilcr, jii.'r.sislciitly uoiiH(ied 
tliG a.i=ioiubly, but the rosiill wiis mere- 
ly to gather a handful of stragglora 
from half a dozen dififorent regiments, 
'uul aUlicjugh but a coiiiuaiiy was 
wiLiitoil, that trivial strongtli ciHildnot 
bo collected, bo tlio (iem-riil, Ins stall' 
and biH escort took up for tho tirno a 
;;iioI r.t ii.fi.nvia! luiv-pust duly, nnd 
there WO waited until tho palo, calm 
moon rose and poured tho sheen of her 
white radiance over the battlefield. 
While it \raB yot dark thei'o bad been 



cessation of tho firing, both artillery 
aud musketry, aud now that heaven 
was holding a candle to bell, the fire 
waxed warmer and brisker. Up from 
out of it, with broken tramp, came a 
detachment, silent, jaded, powder- 
grimed. There could not have been a 
company all told ; a lioutcnaiit marched 
at Us head, und it was tho remnant, so 
far as could be gathered, the sole rem- 
nant.of one of the finest regiments of 
the Thirty-.second Division, tliat had 
crossed tho ridgo over which its debris- 
\yas now listlessly trailing itself, three 
tine battalions strong. 

At length tho jingle of cavalry ac- 
coutrcmonts was beard, aud a squadron 
of dragoons rode ou tho heights, and, 
extended in skirmishing order, leliev- 
ed tho headquarters stall It was a 
poor screen to interpose batweeu a 
victorious and a remorseless army aud 
a mass of wounded men; but nothing 
more was available. The General had 
lost an army, tho f'riiginenta of an army 
had lost thoir Geuoral. Wo turned 
tlio heads of our jaded horses, and, 
silent and dopressed, rode down tho 
Rlopo, across the valley and up the 
eloiio beyond. 

Our pace was a .slow walk, for there 
wero wounded men everywhere, limp, 
ing along the narrow pathway in front 
of UB, prostrate on tho grass 
by tho side of it, or asleep in the 
very dust. Occasionally we struck de- 
tachments of infantry wlio had scrambl- 
ed back out of tho light, and were Iving 
on their arms in utter ignoranco of the 
best direction in which to march. Or 
it might bo a battery of artillery, halt- 
ed in perplexing dubiety whether, if 
thoy wont on, they might march into 
the bosom of tho Turkish army. — 
London News.
